REPORT OF SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTER. 


Dist. No. 1. The summer term of 9 weeks was kept by Miss Lucy 
J. Watson of the same district. Miss Watson was very pleasant and 
agreeable in the school room and it is thought will make a very useful 
teacher ; but she labored under some disadvantages; this being her first 
effort in teaching, and being in her own district. The advance of the 
scholars however was commendable. Martha W. Chase, Ann M. Por- 
ter, Hannah E. Welch, Dana A. Watson and Albert 8. Watson were 
reported as being neither absent or tardy. The winter term of 84 
weeks was under the tuition of Nancy M. Crombie of Auburn—she had 
not taught before and some of her pupils manifested quite a degree of 
restlessness and insubordination; and fears were entertained with re- 
gard to the government of the school. But the school closed under — 

better regulations than it commenced. Miss C. has quite a faculty of 
communicating instruction and is calculated to become useful; some of 
the scholars made great proficiency. 

Dist. No. 2. The summer term of 104 weeks was taught by Miss 
Fannie O. Sanborn of Chester. She was a good scholar and energetic 
in the school room ; but of a nervous or sickly temperament which oc- 
casioned the interuption of the school for weeks ata time; she would 
be a useful teacher if her health were good. 

The last three weeks of the term there were but few scholars in at- 
tendance some haying engaged to attend at the vestry, expecting that 
this term would close some weeks earlier. Ellen F. Shannon was 
neither absent or tardy, according to the vegister. 

The winter term of 104 weeks was under the care of Mr. Chailes:H. 
Wilson of Derry. _ As the school in the vestt'y was not closed when the 
school was put in operation several of the scholars did not attend for 
two or three weeks. For the above and other reasons tlie school was 
not visited by the committee until it had been in operation three weeks. 
The teacher stated that he had had hard work to bring the school un- 
der a proper state of subjection or discipline, which we should think 
was the case from some slight manifestations which we witnessed. Mr. 
W. taught this school two years ago, and isa young man Of fine talent 
and of easy deportment. ‘The exhibition at the clese was generally 
satisfactory. Celena M. Mead was neither absent or tardy. 

Dist. No.3. The summer term of 9 weeks was taught by Miss C. 
L. Clark of Auburn. She is an experienced teacher and has the facal- 
ty of pleasing her pupils and communicating knowledge in a easy and 
pleasant way. The school passed a good examination. She taught a 
private school — weeks after the close of the term, O. W. Varnum, M. 
J. Hall, L. J. Goodwin, N. C. Wiley, M. E. Chase, Ff. F. Osgood, C. 
W. Savage, W. H. Griffin and I. St. C. Stevens were neither absent or 
tardy. 


The winter term of 12 weeks was taught by Miss Nancy J. Jeffers of 
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Derry. Miss J. possesses a large share of energy and perseverance in 
governing and teaching; her education is good and she may be very 
successtul as a teacher.” The school on examination at the close was 
very orderly, and manifested a high degree of improvement. The reg- 
ister was superior, one remarkable feature of it is, that no marks of 
tardiness are on its pages, H. Griffin, W. H. Griffin, G@. A. Hall, H. H. 
Osgood, F. F. Osgood, J. F. Savage and 8. J. Wright, were neither 
absent or tardy. \ 

Drst. No, 4... The Summer school of 12 weeks was under the tui- 
tion of Miss Orpha L. Clark, of Derry, a very efficient and correct 
teacher, who hus obtained a well earned reputation as such,and would 
have accomplished more had her health continued ; but her serocl] was 
broken up by sickness, which retarded in some measure its progress. 
It however appeared well, and closed with honor to teacher and pupils. 
M. A. Pingree was neither absent nor tardy. 

The winter term was commenced by Mr. Horace H. Stevens, of Man- 
chester, who taught 7 weeks and then left on account of sickness. 
The school was suspended a few weeks, but as Mr. Stevens did not suf- 
ficiently recover to resume his duties as teacher, the services of Mr C. 
H Wilson were secured to keep out the remainder of the term ; he has 
taught 5 weeks and the school is to continue two weeks longer. ‘Lhe 
00] however, has made laudable advances, notwithstanding the un- 
rable circumstances, in which it has beeh placed by sickness. There 
is a greater variety of text books in this district than is profitable 
Dist No. 5. Thesummer term of nine weeks was taught by Miss 
Amanda Underhill an experienced teacher residing in the same district, 
and who has taught the school two terms before this. Miss Underhill 
is very faithful, and it is thought that her pupils advanced in propor- 
tion to her faithfulaess. ‘There are in this district as in some others, 
a few unruly boys who would be benefitted by a faithful male teacher 
especially in the winter season, E. A. Kimball, G. H. Stewart and B- 
J. Emery, were neither absent vor tardy. : 

The winter term of fourteen weeks is under the instruction of Miss 
Cynthia L. Clark. We think that Miss C. has very much improved in 
her management and gov2rnment of schools since she commenced teach- 
ing. Other comment is unnecessary as her name and tame have fre- 
quently been before the public. Suflice it to say that our County Com- 
missioner spoke well of the school and we are not disposed to object to 
his decision 

The term continues two weeks. 

Dist. No. 6. This district continues to employ the same teacher who 
has taught the same school for some years past. The spring term of 
eight weeks; commenced about the middle of May, and the fall term 
about the middle of Sept. to avoid the heat of summer and cold of winter _ 
very desirable where the scholars are small or at least, but few large ones, 
to be deprived of the benefits of the school thereby. The school room was 
room was not as quiet and orderly as we thought proper for the highest: 
advancement of the pupils, but the recitations were very good ; the 
classes in Geography and Colburn’s Arithmetic gained credit to them 
selves and teacher. H. O. Sanborn, H. A. McDuffee and S. HE, McDuffee 
were reported in the spring term as neither absent or tardy. 

A private school was taught in the winter by Miss Abbie ©, Southard, 
though short, and small in numbers it is presumed was profitable to 


those who attended. 
Dist. No 7. The summer term of ten weeks and the winter term ae 
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eight weeks, were taught by Miss Sarah A. Preston of Manchester to 
the satisfaction of the district, the approbation of the Committee and 
other visitors; Susan KE. Moore, M. F. Hazen, E S. Hazen, S. C. Reed 
and J. R. Russell of the summer term, and G. H. Reed, F. P. Buswell 
and G. J. Moore of the winter term were neither absent nor tardy, 

Dist. No.8. The summer term of 13 weeks was under the care of 
Miss I’. KE. Sargent of Londonderry. Miss 8. was quite young and in- 
experienced in teaching, and fears were entertained, nob with re 
to her qualifications, as a scholar, but as to her mature experience, 
Being her first effort in teaching, we ought to make some allowance if 
she did not succeed in pleasing every individual of the class. We think 
she endeavored to perform her duty faithfully, and if she perseveres 
will make a useful teacher. The school at the close com pared well with 
other schools of like advantages. 

The winter term of 114 weeks was taught by Mr. Joseph R. Clark 
of Londonderry as his first effort in teaching. Mr. C. though some- 
what diffident, is firm in his deportment and well calculated to becoma 

an eminent teacher. At the close the several classes appeared well and 
some had made rapid advances, especially the grammar class, Order 
reigned in the school-room to a greater extent than iscommon, C. 
Brown, R. E. Brown, and 8. EH. Fox were’ neither absent or tardy. W. 
H. Brown, M. H. Brown and C. A. Fox were tardy once each. 

A select school of ten weeks was kept in the vestry under the instruc- 
tion of Mr. Lane of Raymond, to the general satisfaction of those con- 
cerned. Mr. L. isa prime scholar and a thorough teacher; and his 
pupils made great proficiency in a radical knowledge of the different 
branches of education in which they were engaged. Butin consequence 
of another school being commenced about the same time in another 
part of the town, by Mr. I’. W. Parker, the number attending each 
school was comparatively small, there being about enough in both to 
make one good one. The expense of the school in the vestry was about 
eighty-five dollars. The expense of the other is not known to the Com- 
mittee. We would here remark that preparatory measures were in 
operation for a school in the vestry, and the room secured previous to 
any knowledge of Mr. Parker’s intention of keeping this season in town. 

Tzacuzrs.—!n looking at the preceeding statistics of this report, it 
-will be seen that a portion of our teachers, the past season, haye been 
new beginners, and some of them quite young. Now we would not dis- 
parage youth, for we shall soon be dependent on those who are now 
young to fill the great and important offices of lile; Lut we think that they 
ought to be in their = Rag sphere. ‘Though our teachers have gener - 
ally acquitted themselves well,we are far from thinking it judicious or pro- 

fitable,to teachers or the public,for parents to usher their children into the 
school room, however well they may be prepared as to literature, before 
their minds are sufficiently developed to enable them to perform the ar- 
duous duties of their office with judgment and dispatch. 

Proupentiat Commirrezs.—As the securing the right kind of teachers 
depends very much on the character of those who conduct the financial 
or pecuiary affairs of the district, great care should be exercised to se- 
lect the best men for the office of Prudential Committee; men of sound 
minds and disinterested benevolence, who would despise sacrificing the 
dearest interests of their children or others, to selfish motives or part 

“speculations, and who feel a deep interest in the schools, and will appro- 
priate the funds committed to their trust for the greatest good of the 
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district over which they preside. Such men, we think will frequently 
visit the school room and see that the reward of the teacher is well 
earned. I looking at the registers of the several districts, it will be 
seen that.four of the eight names of Prudential Committee are recorded 
as having visited the school room. We leave it for you—even for the 
children to judge who have manifested the greatest interest in the 
schools. But as we must soon close, we would direct our attention more’ 
particularly to parents. Friends and fellow citizens: we are about 
closing up ourreport, and we must with somewhat of regret, bid you 
and the school room adieu. Many of you, by your sympathy and in- 
creased exertions to vist the schools, have manifested that you have been 
co-workers together with us in indeavoring to promote the great cause 
of education, morality, and civil and religious liberty; we thank you 
for yeur attention and congratulate you in some degree of success. 

The number of visits to the schools the past season has been 250 
more than the previous year. ‘This tells well for progress. But what 
shall we say to those who are yet strangers to these nurseries of educa- 
tion? We address you not as political partizans or religious sectarians; 
but as friends and fellow citizens. Are you prepared for the results 
which inevitably follow the neglect of children and the rising genera- 
tion? Is this the way that you who are. farmers or mechanics manage 
your private affairs? do you employ overseers and laborers and send 
them into your fields or shops and expecta full return without your 
personal attention? If not why should your Prudential Committees, 
parents, one and all, so neglect your duty as to keep yourselves away from 
the echooi-reom, thus withholding from your children and their teachers, 
the natural stimulus of your presence, sympathy and interest.
